REPORT . 

OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


^JpHE  Trustees  of  the  Patrick  Stead  Hospital 
have  again  pleasure  in  presenting  their 
Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 

1931. 

During  the  year  we  have  been  able  to  take 
another  step  in  modernizing  our  building,  by 
the  installation  of  a  Service  Lift  from  the 
kitchen  to  a  new  ward  kitchen,  which  has  been 
made  upstairs  close  to  the  wards.  This  will 
save  our  staff  continuous  journeys  up  and 
downstairs  with  trays,  and  bring  meals  to 
patients  quicker  than  under  the  old  regime. 

We  have  also  purchased  an  Ultra  Violet 
Rays  Lamp  which  is  giving  beneficial  treat¬ 
ment. 
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Despite  the  wave  of  financial  depression 

0 

over  the  country,  our  friends  and  subscribers 
have  again  given  us  their  wholehearted  support, 
and  indeed  our  Subscription  List  has  increased 
from  £169  16s.  8d.  last  year  to  £212  8s.  4d. 
this  year,  but  even  this  figure  is  considerably 
less  than  we  received  in  1928  or  1929.  A 
List  of  Subscribers  and  of  Donations  is 
included  in  this  Report,  and  the  Trustees  wish 
to  express  their  gratitude  to  all  those  who 
have  so  generously  contributed  to  the  funds. 

The  Contributory  Scheme  is  serving  the 
useful  purpose  for  which  it  was  founded.  We 
regret  to  report  that  Capt.  Rush,  r.n.,  is 
resigning  the  Managership,  his  services  in 
founding  the  scheme  and  setting  it  on  its  feet 
have  been  invaluable.  We  take  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  tendering  him  our  very  sincere 
thanks,  A  separate  Report  on  the  Scheme 
will  be  found  overleaf. 

A  change  in  the  number  of  Trustees  is 
being  effected.  The  Charity  Commissioners 
have  approved  of  the  appointment  to  the 
Board  of  two  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff. 
Dr.  deNyssen  and  Dr.  Hocken  have  been 
elected,  and  we  feel  that  their  advice  in 
matters  connected  with  the  administrative 
work  will  be  most  helpful. 


During  the  year  103  In-patients  have  been 
treated  and  117  Out-patients,  a  total  of  220, 
which  is  an  increase  of  17  on  last  year.  The

The  Contributory  Scheme  completed  its 
first  year  on  the  1st  June,  1931.  At  that  time 
there  were  644  Subscribers  and  38  Honorary 
Members. 

The  revenue  amounted  to  £‘255  18s.  gross 
and  £244  5s.  lOd.  nett. 

Treatment  was  given  to  28  patients  whose 
average  stay  in  Hospital  was  25  days.  Nine 
operations  were  performed  for  Contributory 
Patients. 

The  Scheme  is  proving  a  distinct  benefit 
to  Subscribers,  and  the  greatest  credit  is  due 
to  the  collectors  who  work  so  hard  and 
willingly  during  the  year,  and  their  untiring 
efforts  are  very  much  appreciated  by  the 
Trustees  and  the  Members  of  the  Scheme.
